London, August 26.—“Leave us our 
dead!” is thé plea which England aid- 
dresses to zealous Americans bent on 
diggiftg up the dust of old and revered 
putriots. 

First came an ‘enterprising group 
of Virginians who explored the hnu- 
man remains of St. George’s church- 
yard at Gravesend in a search for the 
Indian princess, Pocahontas. 

Now, representatives of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia are seeking authority 
ty» probe for the remains of General 
James Edward Oglethorpe. They 
want to transport the late general to 
the United States and enshrine his 
body in Georgia. General Oglethorpe, 
early Georgia settler and founder of 
the state university, will also be re- 
eclled by numerous ex-doughboys from 
the camp that is named after him. 
The chancellor of the diocese of 
Chemlsford has denied the Americans 
permission to search for Oglethorpe. 
He may have been mindful of the 
indignation caused by the hunt for 
Pocahontas, which Lord Curzon, 
among others, denounced as ghoulish 
disturbance of the dead, ; 
General Oglethorpe is believed to 
be burjed in Cranham. Essex. which 
was his home from 1743 to 1785. He 
was born in 1696, served in the Brit- 
ish army, won fame as a member of 
pirliaament and an _ empire-builder. 
From the American point of view, his 
chief achievement was the founding of 
the colony, now the state of Georgia. 
He was a strong opponent of- negro 
slavery and an ardent prohibitionist. 
But he only spent about ten years 
of his life in America, according to 
the English, who, therefore, contend 
that his dust belongs to England.

POINGARE'S PLA 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Gondre Court, France, August 26.— 
“The best way to be aided, not only 
by Heaven, but by men, is to com- 
mence helping one’s self,” said Pre- 
mier Poincare today in dedicating a 
Young Men’t Christian Association 
plaque on the city hall to commemo- 
rate the arrival of the first American 


trvops on the fighting front in the 
world war. 

“It is this conviction that led us 
into the Rubr,” the premier continu- 
ed, “All that happened before—all 
that has happened  since—confirms 
our belief that we were right.” 

These words ended the premier’s 
address,gwhich was devoted chiefly to 
the coming to the battle front of the 
Americans and regret that wartime 
alliances had been dissolved, The 
premier had come to Gondre Court 
from Chassey-Beaupre to dedicate the 
plaque. The Y. M. C. A. was repre- 
sented by Mr. Hanson, its general 
superintendent in Europe, while Col- 
onel ‘T.. Bentley Mott, the American 
military attache was present on be- 
half of Myron T. Herrick, the Ameri- 
can ambassador. A band played the 
American national anthem and at the 
end of them usic the crowd shouted 
“Long Live America; long live the 
United States!” 

An American Plan 

“The Americans, think,” said the 
premier, “that a people that pass the 
time in consultations, hesitations and 
complaints is afflicted with incapacity 
and impotence. A people that knows 
what It wants is always sure to at- 
tain their esteem and affection.” 

M. Poincare praised the idea of re- 
cording the arrival of American troops 
in France with plaques inscribed in 
English and French “in remember- 
ance of the heroic days of the great 
war when the sons of France and the 
sons of America side by side gave 
their lives for liberty.” 

“To assure peace in the future,” 
said Mr. Poincare, “how greatly de- 
sirable it would have been that the 
union, so close during the war, should 
during peace have kept the character 
and force of an alliance.” 

The peace negotiations, he added, 
justified France in believing that rep- 
arations and her future security were 
assured, but “exercising its preroga- 
tives the American senate did not rati- 
fy the wark of its president, and the 
United States after giving Europe an 
unforgettable example of. its nobility 
of soul and precious military collobora- 
tion, judged that the hour had come 
to withdraw and no longer’ concern 
itself with affairs in which it was not 
directly interested.” 

“However much we regret this de- 
termination,” Mr. Poincare continued, 
“we understand perfectly that it is 
not directed against us, and that if 
it deprives us of the official aid of 
the United States in enforcing the 
treaty it ought not alter the senti- 
ments that unite. our countries.” 


BISHOP DEPLORES 
EDUCATION TREND 


American intellectual’supremacy is 
endangered by the modern educational 
system. under which necessary and 
vital subjects are eliminated at the 
will of the student and “easy elec- 
tives’ substituted, Bishop James E. 
Dickey, formerly of Georgia, who is 
now presiding bishop in the Texas 
district, with his headquarters. at 
Waco, told the congregation at the 
First Methodist Chureh South here 
Sunday night. Bishop Dickey is in At- 
lanta on a short visit. 

From the grammar school upward 
through the universities, students are 
shunning subjects which give mental 
stamina and vigor, and are content 
to secure a degree without developing 
the latent capabilities of their intel- 
lects, he declared; “flabby” mentality 
is the result, with consequent lowering 
of the moral and spiritual nature, as- 
serted the bishop. 

Turning to law enforcement in the 
course of his sermon, Bishop Dickey 
said that “the man who obeys the 
strict letter of the law to the fullest 
extent is he who has freedom in the 
largest degree. The ery of the class 
that would have ‘more liberty’ indi- 
eates a primordal desire to abolish all 
institutions with which society pro- 
tects itself and the individual; to fol- 
low such a course would mean to tear 
down every court house and judicial 
building and return to savagry where 


stark desire and sensuality and 
strength would alone rule the actions 
of men.” 


Every man is an idolater to a cer- 
tain extent, Bishop Dickey declared 
in analyzing the motives that control 


the individual. Some sacrifice to the 
“srolden ealf’ of gold for the mere 


love of money itself, while others seek 
power and supremacy fhrough — the 
medium of the yellow metal, he said. 
In either case, the man who allows 
such mundane influences to control 
him is sacrificing his own better na- 
ture to a perfidious and unstable mas- 
ter, he asserted.

But instead of this, we find all govern- 
mental functions, down to the most trivial 
minutiae of detail, centralized at Washing- 
ton and loaded upon one head an! one pair 
of shoulders to such an exter that it is 
small wonder that the strain cruelly broke 
Roosevelt, rendered Wilson a casualty and 
finally killed Harding. 

If the encroachments of the advocates of 
paternalism continue it will nut be long 
before no normal man can even enter upon 
the threshold of the presidency before he 
is crushed by the weight of the lead.

Charles E. Robertson, executive 
secretary of the City Club of Atlanta, 
addressed the Georgia Society of Certi- 
fied Public Accountants at its regular

growth of the child. : 
Sleep. 


Regular periods of undisturbed 
sleep are vitally essential to the 
growing infant. Without sufficient 
rest the benefits of proper care and 
feeding are lost. It is preferable for 
the child to sleep alone. The room 
should be warm but well ventilated. 
The mattress should be evenly pad- 
ded and made of cotton, hair or felt. 
No pillow is needed but if desired a 
clean, folded napkin may be placed 
under the baby’s head. To induce 
sleep the room should be darkened 
and quiet. Rocking the baby and the 
use of pacifiers should be avoided. 
Remember that sleep is ,a_ natural 
habié for the infant, and should be 
induced in a natural way. Avoid all 
drugs which are intended to produce 
sleep, for all of them are very dan- 


gerous in the hands of an inexpe- 
rienced person. 


During the warm summer nights 
the baby should be dressed very 
lightly in order to insure restful 
sleep» The room should be kept as 
cool as possible and if conditions are 
such as to permit the baby sleeping 
out of doors, it is advisable to have 
him 50. However, if this is done, 
some precautions must be taken to 
protect the child from flies, insects, 
rain, wind, and sudden drop in tem- 
perature. An electric fan is useful 
to keep baby’s room cool, but. the fan 
should ‘not be allowed to blow di- 
rectly on the child. It should be so 
placed that the wind will blow in an 
upward direction, and used simply to 
keep the air in circulation. 

Proper food and feeding have much 
to do with sleep. If underfed, the 
baby will be awakened by hunger. If 
overfed, the .disturbed- condition in 
the digestive organs is apt to cause 
restlessness. a rule, healthy in- 
fants should never be awakened ex- 
cept for the purpose of feeding. How- 
ever, in order to change his soiled 
clothing it is sometimes nécessary to 
vary this rule. * Babies soon learn 
to awaken at’ feeding time, and it is 
not uncommon for the child, after 
the-third month, to sleep continuously 
the Whole night through, with j¢@r- 
haps only one awakening for an eve- 
ning feeding. At this age the infant 
should have two naps of about two 
hours each during the day, one in the 
morning and the other in the after- 
nooh. As the child grows older, one 
nap may be sufficient, but it-is ad- 
visable to continue the afternoon nap 
well along in the child's life, at least 
until the fifth or sixth year. 

If, after you have taken all the 
ales agen waggorvan! 4 to insure com- 
ortable sleep; the b.>y is still rest- 
less, you should consult your family 
physician, for there may some dis- 
ease developing which is the cause of 


his disturbed rest.

Flying squtirrel has come into an 
important place as a trimming fur— 
both for frocks and coats of cloth and 
as collars and cuffs for wraps of 
other peltry. Hare and Astrakhan

Ked fur is still smart; one of the 
most attractive ideas thns far offered 
for autumn is the black vélvet gown 
trimmed with red fox collar, cuffs 
and baydings. Mink has also found 


a place as a trimming fur and sable 
is certainly not in the discard, Ordi- 
nary squirrel, as well as the flying 
variety, makes a good trimming fur 
and has been used @ffectively in one 
instance to form ten bands around a 
circular skirt—slightly tilted up at 
the left side. The sleeves show five 
bands of the squirrel going round 
about the flaring lower half. 

There seems to be just two pre- 
valent sorts of fur-trimmed sleeves on 
frocks and wraps—slecves that gradu- 
alty flare from a tight shoulder to a 
wide cuff trimmed with a wide band 
of fur, or sleeves that are snug from 
shoulder to wrist, in which case the 
fur is applied as a wide deep cuff of 
almost’ mefi-like proportions. Occa- 
sionally there is a fiock with short 
sleeves ending above the elbow edged 
with a wide band of fur. The fur 
trimmed frock almost always has a 
wide band of fur around the hem 
or around the edge «f a long tunie. 
Occasionally both skirt ‘and tunic are 
edged with the fur and sometimes 
only the front of the tunic is fur 
trimmed, carrying out the idea of the 
season to confine trimming to the 
front. 

Coat frocks and other frocks de- 
signed’ to be worn outioors without 
a drap show fur collars, sometimes 
high and wide, standing right up 
around the ears, and sometimes flat 
neck, 

An oddity among the new evening 
frocks is one with a fur collar of 
white fox. Afternoon and evening 


lace flounces edged with narrow 
bands of long fur. 
Sometime an effort is made to 


use fur as nearly matching the color 
of the fabric from which the frock 
is made as possible. Black fur on- 
black fabric, platinum on gray and 
red fox and mink on reddish brown 
was the rule followed in the work 
of some dressmakers But this use 
of fur ig not very effective. “ Consid- 
erably more effect can be gained by 
black velvet trimmed with red fox, 
and similar . contrasts, However, 
when two furs are used together the 
best effects are gained when the 
pelts are dyed to match or to make 
a close harmony. ‘Thus white fox 
collars appear on white ermine and 
biege ermine appears with beige fox 
dyed slightly darker. Slate caracul 
has:slate colored fox collars.

Use of crown glass in one 
lens and flint glass in the other is 
said to bring light cf all colors to a 
common focal point, impossible in 
lenses made of one type of glass. Ihe 
instrument will be «uscd by the bu- 
reau for conducting intricate experi- 
ments in the science of optics,

More American Ships. 


If it soiaiantialiil nothing else, the 
trials of the reconstructed ‘Leviathan | 


and its subsequent initial trip across | 


the Atlantic as a passenger liner un- 
der the American flax have set the 
peojfe of these United States, from 
eoast to eoast, thinking and talking 
about us having a hand in ocean pas- 
senger service between this country 
and Europe. The multitudes to whom 
the ocean has been little nore than 
a geographical study, except ®-hen our 
millions of soldiers coursed its lanes, 
have become personally interested in /° 
whether the United States is going 
to have its due share of sea-traveling 
and sea-freicghtage money. 

The attacks on tie trials, which 
were carried in the nations press, 
served as excellent propaganda to stir 
our people out of their lethargic state 
relative to maritime questions. 

Now the big liner nas returned to 
our shores after what evidently has 
been a most successful round trip. 
Meyer Lissner, Unired States shipping 
who made the 


journey on the vessel, 


with the steamer’s performance on the 
eastbound voyage thut he conferred , 
with senators and 
aboard, on the advisability of buil ding | 
two huge liners as sister shijs to the 
Leviathan, as well as several of the 
type of the George Washifgton. 

There should be -nore passenger 
ships flying the Stars and Stripes, 
whether thev be of the Leviathan’s 
size or smaller, or whether they are 
of shipping board ccustruction and 
manipulation or are built and man- 
aged by private companies. ‘The 
American flag should wave from more 
mastheads on the seven seas, and es- 
pecially on the Atlanue. Americans, 
we believe, would support our 
steamers, for propaganda and ;nthblic- 
ity have brought attention to the lack 
of American bottoms more than ever 
before. 

The shipping board has the money 
to build more vessels. Congress, un- 
der the Jones act, established a con- 
struction fund of approximately 
$125.000.000, of whica some $60,000,- 
000 has been appropriated from ship- 
ping board surpluses. ‘This money 
was to be advanced only to American 
private steamship comyanies that de- 
sired to enlarge present fleets. Mr. 
Lasker’s enthusiasm on the Jevia- 
than’s showing, however, moved hin 
to confer with the membeis of con- 
gress, that he might obtain their co- 
operation in amending the act so that 
the shiyming board also could be given 
the construction privileges. It is un- 
derstood that Lasker's plan takes in 
the buildifg of two vessels similar in 
size to the Leviathan und several oth- 
ers of about 30,000 tens each. This 
construction program would necessi- 
tate the expenditure sf eboent $75.- 
000,000. and, aecording to Mr. Liss- 
ner, sufficient funds would bé left to 
install Diesel engines in a number of 
idle shipping board cargo vessels 
which would increase their efficieccy 
by 50 per cent. 

Some action likely will be takcn in 
the very near future, and it should 
be along the line of more American 
passenger ships. It is estimated that 
around 75 per cent. of the moneg 
spent for transportation of passengers 
and freight in the North Atlantic 
comes from our own pockets. It 
would be folly to hope for or even to 
wish to keep all that money at bome, 
but it does behoove us to at least at- 
tempt te retain a fair proportion. 

At present we afford mighty weak 
competition to foreign-owned lines. 
Our flag should be earried on more
